on Mailing; Soldiers' letters 


The postoffice department at Wash- 


ington has issuecHhe following instruc- 
tions for mailing soldiers'letters: "To 
secure domestic rates, matter to anc 
trom soldiers in the islands must be ad- 
dressed or indorsed so as to show the 
liranch of the service to which the ad 
dressee or sender belongs. Postmasters 
in the absence of the proper officers, are 
empowered to indorse mail matter to 
soldiers, sailors, marines and govern- 
ment officials. Letters to or from the 
American National Ked Cross society 
•when addressed to persons connected 
•with the hospital service or the society 
in these islands, or from these islands to 
the United States, are entitled to trans- 
mission at the domestic rates of post- 
age. 
To secure this privilege such let 


tors must be inclosed "in envelopes bear 
ing the printed words 'Bed Cross hos- 
pital service.' Additional printing may 
also appear."
